Background 1 when Bom wan hare yesterday on the CA decision in the spectro case I 
Jja ve him unread nptes I had made on the dociaiop. In the course of tills I told him of 
my certainty that Danaher had drawn on unprinted Archives regulations that were not 
in the court record in this case or that this was one of a number of instances in 
which, on efiect, he waa giving testimony ex parte on those questions on which there 
had been no hearing and no evidence. I claimed that his course of conduct, what he 
did in his decision, what ho included, in actuality were a denial of my rights and 
X asked him to look into certain aspects, t ose in the memo and those 1 mentioned after 
having a chance to think further ^fter writing the memo, ^e had been delayed a day 
getting here because of unexpected developments, meetinbgs outside the offioe with Bud 
and others. In particular I skebx zeroed in on regulations 1 recognized as those of the 
Archives of w ich wo looked unsuccessfully for my copies. 1 loaned him the file in 
which they should have been and were not# 

Be can Q t have gotten it because I didnBt mail the letter until the morning and 
if it i3 necessary, the rural routeman will recall the condition of the mailbox, which 
was vandalized during the night. Ho had to get out of the car to pick the letter to 
J im up. e will recall that * phondd himbofore 8 to warn him. Inthat letter I told 
Jim I have found the first page in the 2569-70 suit, as Rhoads affidavit Exhibit E 
and as mu Opposition exhibit 1. 

Jim told mo in the phono call just ended that he had phoned the Archives to get 
copies of these regulations, that Johnson questions dhl„ ib detail about hia interest 
and in speciflo was it in connection with my suit. Jim replied that it was and asked 
him if the judge had asked for a copy. J ohnaon replied that Danaher had a while back. 
x f he told Jim more precisely I do not 00 remember it. 

These regulations were changes after ^569-60, which was filed after the spectro 
suit, so an earlier set is applicable, if any are, in the spectro suit. 

These regulations in paragraphs numbered 2 qnd 5 say much more and quite the 
opposite of what anaher says. With regard to three-dimensional saap*»raT objects they 
require the providing of oopied ("ill bo provided"). 

I believe that im said Jdhnaon said he wasn’t sure on could not provide copies 
of theao regulations. I told Jim not to worry because having found a set on file in 
a suit, the other versions may also bo so filed. But there are two occasions at the 
very least in which they have to bo in court records. 

I was interested that Johnson asked Jim's purpose. This is none of his business.

I was 
ppijtedly outraged at nna&or'sblatant partisanship and at hia dragging into the 
decision what should have been before some court in an adversary proceeding because 
he distorts and in some cases, these regulations boing an example, deliberately omitted 
what was opposed to the misuse he made. 1 presume it is because I was this pointed, 
perhaps angry, and on these points and that regulation in particular that jim made 
the inquiry promptly because time to ask for a roiieqring expires early next week. 
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
